Evaluation 
Voice

On March 9, 1970, the faculty 
association issued a charter 
titled ‘‘*Report and Recommenda- 
tions.”” It was concerned with 
the establishment of a consti- 
tution to specify faculty partici- 
pation in the governing of the 
college. I applaud this initiative 
taken by the faculty association, 
It is a great stride forward for 
our school and its members. But 
I find an issue which I - as 
possibly others do ~ feel needs 
clarification. The association has 
proposed a Faculty Status Com- 
mittee consisting of faculty and 
administration personnel, but 
lacking is representation of the 
student body. True, there are 
students on the Student Academic 
Affairs Committee, but they have 
no voice in evaluation. My issue 
is; students should be involved 
in the evaluation procedure. 

The whole idea of evaluation 
is to get a proper perspective 
of an individual instructor. Did 
the teacher present his material 
clearly? Did he grade fairly? 
Did he show favoritism? Did the 
class become contradictory? As 
the proposal is presented now, 
teachers will be judged by their 
peers. But I feel, in order to 
get a fair evaluation, there should 
be a student voice. I feel that 
those most affected - the stu- 
dents - should at least be al- 
lowed to make some comment, 
All I ask is a voige, not power 
to have a faculty member re- 
moved, 

I feel that by expressing my 
views, along with other students, 
that the committee could possibly 
be prompted to take a closer look 
at the teacher in question, This 
does not mean ‘‘rubber stamp” 
representation, only an opinion 
that will be listed to and con- 
sidered.

Program Begins 


Northern Essex Community 
College will have a new addition 
soon, a faculty evaluation ques- 
tionaire. The Teacher Evaluaticn 
Program, T,E.P,, was started by 
Geraldine Raciti, after being ap- 
proached by a faculty member 
and asked when the students 
planned to get together a teacher 
evaluation program. 

At the present moment, Raciti 
has twenty people working with 
her (none of which happen to be 
faculty members), 

Thus far, the questionaire has 
been drafted and re-drafted, It 
now awaits the ditto machine 
with an open mind. 


The committee has chosen to 
use a modified version of a 
questionaire that has been used 
by Harvard undergrads for many 
years, 


Distribution will begin next 
Tuesday; copies of the question- 
aire will be available outside the 
student lounge at Summer Street. 

The purpose of this question- 
aire is to (1) inform incoming 
students as to which teachers 
will be most suited to them, (2) 
to provide an effective way for 
students to voice their opinions 
of teachers and coursés, (3) to 
give the faculty an idea of how 
students react to them. 

The long range effect of this 
project is to give students some 
voice in revising old coursesand 
planning new ones. 

The members of the committee 
urge student support in this ef- 
fort. In the past, student parti- 
cipation in school activities has 
not been good. The committee is 
giving the students a chance tq 
be heard.

Council Resolution Off 
to Nixon 


The following resolution passed by the unanimeus vote of the Stu- 
dent Council in late March will be sent directly to President Richard 


M, Nixon in a few days. 


Nixon’s administration has asked for substantial appropriations 
to be spent for military purposes, but he has labeled as inflationary, 
measures that would provide large sums to be spent on education, 


welfare and medical research, 


The resolution was adopted so that Nixon might, directly or in- 
directly, realize that some citizens are more concerned about the 
medical fight for survival than they are about the military fight for 


survival. 


The resolution, as passed on March 16, reads; 
TO PRESIDENT RICHARD M, NIXON: 

THE STUDENTS OF NORTHERN ESSEX COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
URGE YOU TO INITIATE A NATIONAL PROGRAM: AN INTENSIVE 
RESEARCH EFFORT AIMED AT THE CONQUEST OF CANCER, 
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Faculty Evaluation or- 
Are You Chicken Shit? 


For several months, suggestions that the student newspaper conduct a faculty evaluation came from all 
segments of the academic community. 
The Evaluation idea was considered informally by the paper’s staff and laid aside for a while. The reason 
for the delay was a lack of the working staff necessary to concentrate on the problem of the evaluation. 
About four weeks ago, at the suggestion of some faculty, a few students began to talk about developing an 
evaluation procedure that could be used in future years. 
These few students became a group: the student group added more students and a few interested faculty to 


become an informal committee. 


The ad hoc committee held meetings in thehallways, the lounge, at faculty’s desks and often in the news- 
Paper office. We listened intently to the discussions in our Summer St. retreat and some staffers added 
their advice and evaluation to the mound of proposals that began to pile up. 

Gerrie Raciti, the industrious girl she is, pulled-out her shovel and began to dig-out some of the better 
plans produced during the meetings, she arranged the proposals in some order for her group to decide upon. 

When the method of the survey (ie. an evaluation sheet for each course, completed by the individual stu- 
dent) was arrived at, sample questionnaires were considered thoroughly. A final evaluation sheet was pre- 
pared from many sources. Leaning heavily toward one used by Harvard undergrads, the ultimate question- 
naire was pre-tested the week before last. 

Gerrie presented her evaluation plans to the student council late last week. She went to the council mainly 
as a courtesy to those student politicans. ..and all she zot was their usual brand of procrastinating double- 
talk. The council eventually offered its inane support followed closely by hollow personal promises of aid 


from several council members. 


Then it was suggested that Gerrie should (as a courtesy) explain the Teacher Evaluation Program to the 
Board of Directors of the Faculty Association. Early this week, explained she did. From Miss Raciti’s 
account of the meeting -- weareledto gather -- that the directors spent more time arguing with each other 
than they did discussing anything with Gerrie. Typical... . 

Several faculty members are suffering under the delusion that the administration urged the students to 
conduct a ‘‘pseudo student’’ evaluation of the faculty (the results to be used during the administrative pro- 
cess of granting tenure and promotion.) 

The administration has nothing to do with the Teacher Evaluation Program. Contrary to popular belief, 
several students here at this school have reasoning powers. Several other students have learned to con- 
sider problems and come to logical conclusions. Oh hum yes, yes we can think... . 

And we think we have that we have the right, nay the duty, to question the process of education in which 


we are involved. 


The results of the survey will enable the students to choose their instructors with some external advice 
. -but more important it will be a useful tool for all teachers who wish to be the best kind of teacher that 


is humanly possible. 


We are rated and questioned throughout our academic lives. So -- when a teacher tells us we have no 
right to question teaching methods all we can conclude is that THAT teacher is scared. We just have to ask

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T.C.A. Help for drug 
abusers 


The Team Co-ordinating Agen- 
cy, located in the basement level 
of N.E,C,C, - Summer Street, is 
an agency solely dedicated to 
helping 600 greater Haverhill 
teen-agers get away from drugs: 
L.S,D,, heroin, speed, downs, and 
pot. 

The theme of the agency is: 
‘tAddicts Helping Addicts.’ 
George Sutherland, whom] inter- 
viewed, is an ex-addict. The 
goals of the agency are, he said, 
to treat drug abusers with com- 
passion, kindness, understand- 
ing, and ‘‘. , .to tell drug users 
the realities of a life filled with 
drugs.’’ It is the hope of the 
agency that such information to 
young drug users will persuade 
many to stay away from drugs. 


Daniel Denny and Eugene W, 
Kelleher are co-ordinators of 
the agency. Denny is a counselor 
at Western Electric and Kelle- 
her is a qualified Occupational 
Therapist. Kelleher is manager 
of T.C,A, Dr. Melvin S, Tribe- 
Man, a medical consultant, works 
for Hale Hospital. 


The agency has a multi-step 
program of help: a halfway 
house, it’s open from 9-9 daily, 
a drug rehabilitation center, and 
a call-in telephone service which 
is manned 24 hrs. a day. A 


Psychologist is in the T.C.A, 
office each Wednesday afternoon. 
A meeting open to teen-agers 
with drug problems is held every 
Tuesday and Thursday evening 
from’ 7-9. The agency itself is

supported by Hale Hospital, men- 
tal health and state hospitals 
in the area. 

When asked about the drug 
problem in Haverhill, Suther- 
land said that the agency serves 
600 people, mostly high school 
students who have no definite 
plans about their lives. These 
people develop many problems 
because of their ignorance about 
drugs, Sutherland stressed, For 
example, 40,000 Nebitol pills 
(barbituates) were stolen in the 
area recently and later dis- 
tributed in Haverhill. As a result, 
there were some 50 overdose 
cases reported to the T.C,A, 
in one week. 

The answer to the drug prob- 
lem, says T.C,A., is to stop 
people from wanting drugs (the 
consumer) and not to stop the 
dealers from wanting to sell. 
(no consumer . . . .no sales). 

Sutherland, an enthusiastic and 
dedicated social worker, said 
that he would ‘definitely not’? 
legalize marajuana. ‘‘It makes a 
person lose enthusiasm for life,’’ 
he said ‘‘and is very harmful 
to one’s body and mind.’?

A referendum which would al- 
low 19-year-olds to hold public 
office will be considered in Nov- 
ember, 1970, by the Mass.

New Unabridged Dictionaries

Four Letter Words 


It is not gratifying to note thealacrity with which our editors make 
use of new adjectives as soon as they achieve the blessing of our 
ablest lexicographers? The use ofthese four letter adjectives simpli- 
fies the overly-complex communication modes of American rhetoric, 
This simplification of language could have far-reaching effects. It 
Could open new channels of communication between the generations-- 
yes, even between nations. 

The present writer noted the rapid improvement in communication 
between peers inducted into the armed forces, The chief reason 
seemed to be the simplification of vocabulary. For instance, in one 
conversation which he overheard while in the snack bar he counted 
approximately 2,720 in ten minutes, 900 of these words were simple 
variations of three biblical terms and a couple references to sexual 
and physiological functions. 

Why use large words from the thesaurus when one small adjective 
will stand in place of thousands of longer ones? Think of the numbers 
of students who would be able to write with greater ease] Thousands 
more would be able to make the grade in college, making the U.S, 
the most educated nation in the world. Think of the work it would save 
professors who must correct the spelling and usage of words the 
meanings of which are often obscure to the student using them. If 
authors used more four letter words, books could be smaller, there- 
fore cheaper, thus allowing students to buy more books and absorb 


more knowledge. 


Some undoubtedly complain that such words do not accurately 
portray the fine nuances of meaning possible in conversation. But is 
this not an advantage? Think of the four letter words as blanks in 
the conversation into which the listener inserts his own interpre- 
tation. According to Dr. Rhine and others the human mind is becom- 
Ing more capable of picking up ideas from other minds through E.S,pP, 

Will not the use of symbolic four-letter words hasten this evolution- 
ary development? Soon we will not need oral conversation at all. We 
will know instantly what is being thought by the other person. If this 
is what the use of four letter words is leading to, it frightens the very 
fecal material out of me.

Actually, that is asking very 
little considering the impartance 
of evaluation. I believe that stu- 
dents are concerned with the 
quality of education they receive. 
A fair and just faculty is quite 
a fine idea, but that’s exactly 
what it is, an idealistic hope. 
There are problems that arise, 
all the time, whether they be 
with personality or outright in- 
justices, These problems should 
be dealt with by the evaluation 
committee. The creation of a 
grand jury for investigation is 
not the idea, only the expressions 
of opinions, I have enough con- 
fidence in this committee to act 
fairly. The decisions will be left 
up to the committee. Surely this 
is not too much to ask for when 
considering the advancement and 
importance of education, Student 
representation could possibly 
prevent the putting on of ‘‘shows”’ 
to outside members of an evalu- 
ating committee, by informing 
members of the put-ons by the 
teachers. My own high school had 
trouble that rated front-page 
newspaper coverage for a week. 


Teachers ge&red students to act 
properly for the upcoming evalu- 
ation, The state evaluaters were 
not aware of the deception. One 
student wrote a letter to the 
local newspaper discrediting the 
evaluation as a waste of time 
because of the fraud that had been 
committed by a few teachers, 
So strong was the response from 
community officials that the 
headmaster of Lowell High kept 
his position by only a one vote 
margin. This incident could have 
possibly been averted if the stu- 
dents, who were well aware of the 
planned deception, had been apart 
of the committee. 

Many of you probably know of 
instances similar to this, but all 
are the results of poor student- 
faculty relationships. Northern 
Essex does not wish such a 
situation to develop.
